out unless all demands, Including the 
five day -neck, were rranted. 


The operators, standing by their 


decision not to consider any proposal 
'coking to a shorter weekly schedule, 
and refusing to open negotiations un- 
]'-<» the strike order was withdrawn, 
charged that the miners were trying 
to freeze tb.8 country Into submission 
by insisting upon acceptance of "im- 
possible demands."

TEN DEATHS'lN 


•BIG AIR DERBY 


Mineola, N. Y., Oct. 18 —The grim 


spectre of death winged its tragic 
flight with the army's great trans- 
continental air derby. Ten lives had 
been the toll to the time Lieut. May- 
nartl crossed the finish line. Seven 
had died actually in the contest, and 
three In connection with It. 


Many flyers were Injured and the 


twenty control stations between ter- 
minal points saw first aid work from 
day to day as the derby progressed. 


Sixty-two contestants started the 


big race, the most adventurous peace- 
ful air compeltlon the world has 
known. Forty-seven took 
the air 


from Mlneola and fifteen from San 
Francisco on Wednesday, Oct. 8 for 
the 6,200 mile round trip, high speed 
aerial Journey. 


FATALITIES. 


Before the first plane shot Into 


the air for the start, two aviators had 
met their deaths while on the way to 
participate In the contest. At Bustle- 
ton field, Col. 
Townsend 
F. Todd 


crashed to his death on Sunday while 
making ready te fly to Mlneola. The 
day before Maj. Patrick Frlessell was 
killed in the wieck of his machine 
near Port Jarvit.

morrow night. 


IN TWELVE PARTS. 


The tentative declaration retained 


the form of the original 
and 
was 


broken up Into twelve different parts, 
each item stating a specific principle 
in order to be readily 
subject 
to 


amendment. 


The discussion In committee, which 


totalled eight hours, hinged almost 
entirely on the right of "outsiders" 
to represent employes In negotlalons 
wlh employers. 
The committee re- 


cessed frequently to allow the labor 
and capital groups to caucus, and 
during the day numerous drafts of a 
declaration were submitted and re- 
jected. 


AGRICULTURE WITH LABOR. 
In a statement today C. S. Barrett,

bulances; moving pictures furnished 
for more than 3,000,000 American sold- 
iers In France; French hospitals sup- 
plied with more than four million 
gallons of nitrous oxide and oxygen 
and 166,000' Italian dhlldren cared 
for.

Irish people to self-government. 


CALLS IT INSOLENCE 


Senator Walsh argued that such s 


coui_e, suggested by President Wil- 
son's declarations on his western trip, 
offered the best hope for Ireland's 
freedom. 
Several senators replied 


that It offered no hope at all, Senator 
Penrose, 
Republican, Pennsylvania, 


characterizing It as "the crowning, 
most Insolent effort yet to 'bunco' the 
Irish." 


The resolution went over without 


action. 


GET PERSONAL 


The climax of the day's debate came 


when Senator Polndexter, Republican 
of Washington, attacking the war 
record of Senator Hitchcock, got » 
fiery reply from that Nebraska sen- 
ator, who defended his course in pro- 
posing an embargo on arms, and de- 
clared he would rather have the Ill- 
will of Senator Polndexter than his 
respect. 


Many of Mr. Hitchcock's utterances 


before this country entered the war 
were quoted by Senator Polndexter, 
who declared the former had praised 
the German government, expressed 
sympathy for the German people and 
condoned the German atrocities. 


FOR NEUTRALITY 


Senator Hitchcock said he had In- 


troduced the embargo bill in the In- 
terest of neutrality, at a time when 
the sentiment of the country was al- 
most unanimous 
that the 
United 


States should keep out of war, and 
that he still believed It would have 
hr"n better had neutrality been main- 
tained then and this country spared 
the sacrifices It eventually had to 
make.

Commenting OB tbo tendency of 


diphtheria to assume serious proper- 


ions In wldolr separated part* ot tbo 
tate, the director of public health in 


ipeclal bulletin Issued aaya:

Under !uch cir- 
cumstances a throat culture should 
be made and submitted to a labor- 
atory examination.

marked casei of diphtheria a positive 
diagnosis cannot be made without a 
test and the earlier the test Is made 
the earlier the truth Is learned, the 
sooner the proper treatment can be 
given the better the chance for th* 
child's recovery,

Miss Gerlach, manager of the public 


•chool lunch room, Is eervlne from 
400 to 430 students dally In the mffln 
lunch room on the second floor and 
from 100 to 150 at the. lunch counter 
doi^n stairs. All of this is done In 
tltree, twenty minute periods, or ex- 
actly one hour. Until 'his vear three 
forty minute periods were used. 


Miss Gerlach finds that a itudent 


can be served and eat his lunch In 
twenty minutes and get out of the 
lunch room with time to spare. This 
i"oes not allow them much timi to 
F'etcherize but It is not at all neces- 
sary for them to boU their food or 
even to hurry. It is found that the

• tudent has to wait that long. The 
first to arrive are served immediate- 
ly and at once get busy eating and 
th« others follow along in order.

The service has been speeded tip 


corsideribly since the shorter per- 
iods 'iave been adopted. The service 
Is of the cafeteria k'nci and la hast- 
ened by having the food ready "n ths 
serving counter •»<! the students pass 
by. It is to be speeded still moro as 
aoon as more apparatus can be in- 
stalled. 


The food served Is real food, wall 


cooked, wholesome and palatable, and 
«h« prices are kept as near to actual 
cost as possible. 
A hearty meal, a 


plate full of food in sufficient var- 
iety with dessert on tt.e ?lds and a 
glass of mlk may be had for 33 cents.
